The Election 

“Anniversary Day” was a good day for the Company. Good 
as regards weather and good as regards carrying out all of the 
traditional events of the day. Little did our Members think that 
by the time this year had closed, that part of the appalling war 
which had been waged against Germany and Italy would be over 
through “Unconditional Surrender.” All through the year of Cap- 
tain Bunker’s administration, as will be seen by perusal of Regu- 
lar Meeting notices, our Company had been kept fully informed 
of events in Europe as well as of those in the war against Japan, 
through talks by return veterans, both Army and Navy, by the 
showing of official moving pictures, and through many letters from 
Members of our Company who are in the Armed Service. Such 
close first-hand contacts with the events of the war’ showed the 
magnitude of military operations, the apparent strength of the 
enemy, the terrible sufferings and tortures of our men in con- 
centration camps until at times we almost despaired of arriving 
at the end of this, the most cataclysmic war in history. Then, 
almost as it seemed, without warning, came the close. 

Now there remains the war with Japan which either must end 
soon or, if long drawn out, result in the total annihilation of 
that barbaric, cruel nation, whose people, seem to us, to be 
devoid of all we call civilized and humane. 

Again in this war Members of our Company are serving in all 
corners of the world, bringing honor to themselves and their 
Comrades by such service. The Service Flag hanging in the 
Armory shows eighty-four of our Members in Active Service, 
four of whom have paid what Lincoln named “the last full 
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measure of devotion.” They are Major John W. F. Hobbs, died 
January 10, 1944, Captain Clarence A. Abele, USN, died Sep- 
tember 12, 1944, Colonel Stuart G. Hall, died October 10, 1944, 
and Commander John R. Marshall, died October 14, 1944. 

The election this year gave us a Captain who has come up 
through all the junior offices. He has been a Member since 
1920, during which time he has never missed a Fall Field Day 
Celebration or a June Anniversary Parade. For years, he was 
“on the Colors” and turned out for every call when the Colors 
were flown. As a successful business man, now retired, he has 
had the time and means to devote to the Company’s affairs and 
has been most generous with each. His junior Officers and Ser- 
geants have given him strong support. The Record of Sergeants’ 
Activities, as recorded later, shows them to have been a virile, 
eager, enthusiastic group who have not been afraid to display 
initiative and originality in carrying out the duties to which they 
were elected. Altogether, as the work of the year is recorded, 
the Members may well feel they made no mistake in their choice 
of leaders at the Drumhead Election which resulted in the fol- 
lowing being elected:

Plaza Hotel for the Anniversary Day Banquet.and exercises. 


THE FALL FIELD DAY 
OcToBer 2, 1944 


Again this year the Fall Field Day was observed in Boston. 
Difficulties of travel and the uncertainty of getting hotel reserva- 
tions made it impossible to observe the Fall Field Day with all 
its traditional association through visits to other cities. 

This again was a great disappointment to Members, many of 
whom have at times arranged their vacations to coincide with the 
Fall trip of this Company. Such trips have offered opportunities 
in the matter of travel and visiting cities in this country and even 
those outside our own land, which individuals traveling on their 
own could not hope to match. Such disappointments were tem- 
pered by the feeling that even in this way we were contributing 
toward the war effort. 


THE BANQUET 


At the published hour, the Company assembled in the Grand 
Ball Room of the Copley Plaza Hotel for the Anniversary 
exercises.

Captain Bunker: It is a little unusual for us to break in on 
our banquet at this time, but tonight our Governor whom we are 
fortunate to have with us, can remain only for a short while. 
It is a great pleasure to welcome you, sir, here this evening in 
the name of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

This is our Three Hundred and Seventh Fall Field Day, and 
it is a pleasure to have so many honored guests and to see so 
many of our members present. 

We of the Ancients hold fast to old traditions, and since 1638 
it has been the custom to hold our Fall Field Day in the field, 
but because of war conditions we were obliged to forego our 
Fall Field Day trip this year, but I hope that next year it may 
be possible for us to have our Field Day as we should. 

At this time I wish to present one who really needs no intro- 
duction, our Adjutant. He will be the toastmaster of the evening, 
Colonel Henry D. Cormerais.

Tue Apsutant: To the Commonwealth we love and revere. Tonight we 
proudly point to her leaders who have made Massachusetts first in the 
galaxy of States. 

Comrades, The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
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Since 1638 our Governor’s ancestors have been members and 
officers in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. He is 
an active member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany and, because of his office, also an Honorary Member. He 
needs no introduction to the Ancients. 

I give you the speaker to respond to this toast, — His Excel- 
lency Governor Leverett Saltonstall. 


HONORABLE LEVERETT SALTONSTALL 
GoveRNoR OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Mr. Toastmaster, Adjutant Cormerais, Captain Ellis representing His 
Honor the Mayor, Senator Weeks, Admiral Theobald, Commodore Derby, 
Secretary Cook and fellow members of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company: 

Harry Cormerais is,a long-time friend and associate of mine. He has 
been my adviser on many things. I wish he had been my adviser on one 
more. He just said, “He is an active member of our Company and, by his 
office, an Honorary Member of our Company.” IJ want you to know that 
I have paid every assessment all through these years. I wish I had had 
Harry’s advice earlier. 


I appreciate very much your permitting me to bring the greetings of 
the Commonwealth in response to the toast to the Commonwealth at this 
time as an interruption of your dinner. I do so because, as I just told 
Captain Ellis, who is representing His Honor the Mayor, whom I know and 
like but who is on the opposite side in this campaign, that he would not be 
representing him at the next two meetings I am going to attend tonight, and 
I shall do my best at those two meetings. But, as Admiral Theobald has 
said many times to me, as a member of the military or armed forces, he 
knows no politics, but he is very much up on them, I want to tell you that. 

One thing appeals to me immensely at this, your Three Hundred and 
Seventh Field Day. You have the Minute Man on the front of your pro- 
gram tonight. That Minute Man appeals to me as the type of influence 
and the type of man we want to typify in Massachusetts in these years 
now, and in the years to come. What I say applies to us as individual 
members of the Company, not to us as an organized group. When the 
Minute Man went out to fight, he went on his own initiative. He kissed 
his wife and babies goodbye, took his gun from the wall and went out on 
foot. He hoped he would come back home, In the meantime the wife and 
the children carried on. 

Today life has grown very much more complex and fighting a war has 
grown tremendously complex. We need more of the same type of Minute 
Man, but he needs the machinery, the armor and the equipment, if he is 
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going to make good on his individual qualities and bring home the victory 
of which he is capable. Today in Massachusetts we have that type of man 
fighting for us. We have plenty of them working for us at home to make 
it possible for those men to fight. But what is in my mind tonight in 
responding the toast of The Commonwealth, and particularly after I 
saw the picture on your program, is the fact that we want to have here in 
Massachusetts in the days to come, when this war is over, the same type 
of manhood, the same qualities of character, that the Minute Man ex- 
pressed when he was on the front line. 


We are in the northeastern section of this great country of ours. We are 
essentially an industrial state. We have got to compete, and compete as we 
have never competed before, if we are going to maintain our position in 
these forty-eight states of the Union. 


Think of the advantages California has had from this war in the line of 
machinery and factories. Think of a steel mill being set up in Utah! Is 
Pittsburgh at last going to be challenged as the producer of steel in the 
days to come? Where are the automobiles going to be built? Where are 
the airplanes going to be built? Are we going to be able to compete in 
textiles and in machinery and in making ships, as we have in the days 
gone by? 


We need the transportation lines, the railroads, the air lines, and the 
port of Boston. We need the port of Boston that is stimulated by individual 
effort and encouraged by greater use. But, above all, in industry we need 
the brains, the courage and the willingness to assume risks, and the hard 
work and energy the Minute Men and the leaders and the farmers in that 
day possessed, and which the men who have built up Massachusetts have 
possessed in the days gone by. 

We have in Massachusetts and in New England the skilled workmen; 
we have the education. We have the love of the community that keeps 
men in their homes. We have the factory buildings, We have the machinery 
and we have the management to run that machinery and to organize the 
workers. 


But what we must remember is that in this far northeastern section of 
our country we have to compete everlastingly. California, Utah, Georgia, 
Tennessee and the other states are not willingly going to give up some of 
the industries they have acquired for the first time. We can never compete 
agriculturally. We must compete industrially, and to do that in a group, 
we need the brains and the courage and the resourcefulness of the men 
who make up a group of this character, of the men who carry on today an 
old society like the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, men who 
know our history, feel the value of our history and the value of the men 
who made that history for us. 


What we want to do is, not only to help our boys win this war, but then 
to make Massachusetts and New England a good place for them to come 
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back to, a good place in which they can establish their homes, raise 
their own families, give their children a little better education than they 
have had, and compete favorably with the rest of the country. 

That, it seems to me, as I think it must seem to your good selves here 
tonight, is the type of an answer that must appeal to us as men, as mem- 
bers of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and, above all, as 
men who love their homes and love Massachusetts, to make her compete 
with the rest of the country in the days to come. And that, Captain Bunker, 
is the spirit in which I answer to the toast of “To the Commonwealth” in 
the fall of 1944. 

Following the conclusion of the dinner, Adjutant Cormerais 
spoke as follows: 


_My comrades, we shall try to put this dinner over as rapidly 
as possible. The speeches will not be long. I do want you all, as 
a favor to the Commander and also to the head table, to remain 
here until the speaking is finished, because we have a real mes- 
sage that is going to be delivered to us this evening.

REAR ADMIRAL R. A. THEOBALD 
Unitep States Navy 

Mr. Toastmaster, Senator Weeks, Distinguished Guests, members of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

It always is a great pleasure to me to be present at your gatherings. It 
is an inspiration to be associated with an organization which has con- 
tributed so much to the history of its own community and to the whole 
country. 

It is a privilege and a pleasure as a naval officer to be assigned to a 
New England command because here in New England the Navy of the 
United States was born. We of the military services lean most heavily 
upon our traditions, We of the Navy and of the Army, are intensely proud 
of our traditions, because on those traditions of past achievement are 
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builded the present-day accomplishments. Here in 1775, General Wash- 
ington issued letters of marque to vessels to operate on the seas from 
Salem and Beverly against English ships, and out of those letters of 
marque grew the first naval operations in the history of our United States 
Navy. In fact, the cradle of our Navy lies within a few miles of the city 
of Boston, But I am not going to get into an argument as to whether it was 
at Beverly or Salem, Out of Portsmouth in New England sailed John Paul 
Jones on his famous cruise. 


Here in Boston in 1797 was built the famous ship of our Navy, the 
U. S. S. Constitution. One of my proudest thoughts in these days is that 
she is anchored in the Boston Navy Yard today, where she flies the flag 
of the Commandant of that yard. So it is a great privilege to have a Naval 
Command here in the New England area. 


The Navy, as you know, exists to keep the sea communications open in 
the interest of our Army in action overseas, The contrast between the Navy 
job in the Atlantic and the Navy job in the Pacific is before everybody 
to read. The Navy job in the Atlantic is largely completed today, We still 
have the job of keeping the sea lanes open and keeping the enemy sub- 
marines down, but the Army of the United States has been carried on the 
last landing operations that it probably will have in the Atlantic area in 
this war, and we here in New England in the last months have been 
repairing the war damage to the ships as the result of our landing opera- 
tions in Normandy and the southern shores of France, 


Those ships are being repaired to go out to join the greatest naval ven- 
ture that the world has ever seen, because the Navy has to go across great 
expanses of ocean to enemy territory, into enemy waters, against enemy 
land-based air operations, close to enemy bases, and carry a war across 
those seas to that enemy. 


Of course, the attack is not made alone by our Navy. We are going there 
in conjunction with our other armed forces, because the Navy can steam 
right up to the shore of the enemy’s land, but it is the man with the 
bayonet who will take it. It is the Pacific venture which will carry our 
Navy into efforts that will test, and will continue in my opinion for a long 
time to test, every ability and every capacity of that Navy, I am sure you 
are satisfied today that that Navy will continue to measure up to all de- 
mands which may be put upon it. 


I stress this, though, because I can see an end to the European war in 
the visible future, and I can say to you, as I said to you this Spring, that 
the Pacific venture is a tremendous one; it is going to take a tremendous 
effort on the part of our armed forces; it is going to take continuous 
effort from you people here at home for a very long time after the Euro- 
pean war is over, and we must all of us be prepared for the mental shock 
we are going to get after the victory in Europe is won. We must be ready 
for that, and we must ride that hurdle without any diminution in our 
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efforts and without any lagging in our support to our armed forces, I 
cannot stress that too heavily because I feel it very keenly. 


You cannot conquer distances such as the Pacific represents in a short 
period of time, and you cannot conquer those distances and go from one 
enemy-prepared position to another without large losses. All those things 
you must be prepared for, — time and losses in the Pacific. 


I know this country is going to see it through. We cannot accept any- 
thing but complete victory. Our armed forces are ready for it, and the 
only danger I see is getting over that one hurdle when we pass from 
elation in one victory to a contemplation of another tremendous job still 
remaining to be completed. 


As the representative of your Navy here in New England, I always take 
great pleasure in coming and participating in the banquet of this organ- 
ization, and I always have great pleasure, as I have tonight, in bringing 
to you the greetings of the Navy. 


Adjutant Cormerais then proposed 
The Sixth Regular Toast 


“Tue Unitep Nations” 

As we near the days of doom for the enemies of our Country we tonight 
pledge anew our hopes and our sacred honor that all Nations great and 
small shall participate in a just and lasting peace. BUT eternal vigilance 
is the price of safety. 

My comrades, I give you The United Nations. é 

Tue Apgutant: My comrades: On the first Monday of June, 
just as this toast was being given, our armed forces, at that very 
hour, were landing on the shores of France. We did not know at 
the time about that momentous occasion. 

To respond to this toast, it is with great pleasure that I am 
presenting the next speaker. He and I have been friends for more 
than twenty-five years. I take some credit inasmuch as I claim 
I started him on his political career, because I think the first 
office he ever ran for was Commander of Newton Post 48 of the 
American Legion, and I ran against him, and I was licked. But 
he has from that time gone on to greater and higher strength. 

He is greatly beloved in the city of Newton, having been its 
Mayor, and he now occupies the high office of Senator from 
Massachusetts. I could not speak of him if I did not refer for a 
moment to his honored father, who years ago was a member 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and he has 
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gone along in his father’s footsteps. He has been Mayor of New- 
ton, and his father was; he is a Senator, and I hope he is going 
to be the next Secretary of War. And may I just say this as a 
digression, that Senator Weeks promised me some time ago he 
would come here tonight. And then, as a busy man, the complica- 
tions began to develop. Last Friday and Saturday he was in 
Virginia; he should have been in his office in Washington at that 
time. He telephoned me the other day and he said, “Harry, can 
I get out of it?” And I said, “No, you can’t.” 


He said, “I am coming to Boston, no matter what it costs me, 
because of my friendship to you.” And that’s what I call real 
loyalty.

HONORABLE SINCLAIR WEEKS 
Unirep States SENATOR FROM MASSACHUSETTS 
Mr. Toastmaster, distinguished guests: 


I am very happy to be here this evening. I shall heed the admonition of 
Harry Cormerais. The dinner is supposed to adjourn very shortly, While 
on my feet, first of all, I want to pay my respects to Harry Cormerais, He 
has done a real job on me, and I want to do a real job on Harry. 


Harry has said that our friendship goes back over twenty-five years. I 
was a little luckier than Harry was one day in the spring of 1918, when 
he picked one window in a certain house and I picked another, up in the 
town of Vernicourt, the net result of which was that he got hit, and I 
picked the right window, and I didn’t. And that is about where our 
friendship really started. You and I know that friendship under those con- 
ditions really lasts. 

Harry has referred to having been defeated for Commander of Newton 
Post, but he didn’t tell you that we didn’t wait very long after I retired 
from office to make him Commander of Newton Post as my successor. 

I want to say, too, that I am most happy to be here tonight with all of 
you, but particularly with Admiral Theobald. I know he will pardon me 
if I refer to the fact that his boy, of whom he has every reason to be 
proud, is a Lieutenant Commander in the Navy, wearing a Navy Cross, 
and his son is presently — I don’t know whether I am divulging Navy 
secrets that shouldn’t be divulged, — but his son is presently commanding 
the United States ship “John W. Weeks.” 

Now I have been told that I am to respond to the toast, “The United 
Nations.” It is not a difficult toast to which to respond, The particular 
thing that appeals to me in the toast is this, and whoever wrote the toast 
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made my speech for me, when he said that “As we near the days of doom 
for the enemies of our Country, we pledge anew tonight our hopes and 
sacred honor that all Nations great and small shall participate in a just 
and lasting peace. BUT eternal vigilance is the price of safety.” 

“A just and lasting peace, BUT eternal vigilance is the price of safety.” 
I wish I had the opportunity this evening really to do justice to that toast, 
because right in those words in the midst of the greatest war in history 
lies the only hope we have for any real future in this world. Many of you 
put on the uniform twenty-five years ago or more, and we went abroad 
and we did a job, or at least we thought we had done a job. We defeated 
the enemies of this country in a war which paled into insignificance when 
set alongside the conflict which rages all over the world today. 


I should like to recall to your memory that we were fighting then for 
democracy, or so we were told. We were fighting then in a war which was 
to end wars, or so we were told. And maybe you recall, after we came 
home, and when the great statesmen of the world were gathered to write 
a peace that was to last, what a terrific furore went up all over the 
civilized nations to the end that that war must be the last war. And then 
what happened? 

You and I in the decade which commenced in the early twenties and 
ended in the middle thirties — what did we witness in this country, par- 
ticularly in this country, and as I observed it, in Great Britain? In our 
schools and in our colleges and in our social circles and in clubs and 
societies, there was spread a doctrine that war is evil, which it is, and 
that we must have no more war, and then you saw boys and girls in 
college in this country and in “England pledging that they would not take 
up arms, even, in defence of their countries. There was created an atmos- 
phere which, if we had had the vision to see what was coming ahead of 
us, we surely would have seen was an atmosphere that boded ill for 
civilized people who believed in decent government and liberty. 


I could go along on that score at considerable length, but rT have no 
intention of doing it this evening, and I bring it to your mind simply for 
this purpose. You and I waged a war twenty-five years ago. We thought 
we did a job. We came home. We raised some fine young lads of our own, 
and now, because we did not have guts enough to secure the peace, 
those boys haye to go out and take it on the chin, just as we did twenty- 
five years ago. ; 

I do not want to bring that to your mind simply to make the evening 
unpleasant, but I bring it to your mind for this very reason, that today we 
talk about a just and a lasting peace, Well, you gentlemen that are sitting 
here in this room, mark my words. We are going to win this war, and we 
are going to whip the most ruthless breed of people that ever inhabited 
the earth, the Boche and the Jap, — we are going to whip them, and we 
are going to whip them so that they will know they have been whipped. But 
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after that, what are we going to do about it? Mark my words, that as 
soon as this is over, you are going to see, and you are going to have to 
fight, the development of the very kind of sentiment that developed after 
the last war. 


If you don’t believe what I say, just let me give you about three ex- 
amples. There is in the Congress of the United States today at least one 
bill involving the establishment of universal military training after the war. 
Now, just let me by way of an aside say to you that I think we can have 
peace on earth. I think that the peoples of this earth are divided into 
two classes, and that most of them are in one class, the kind of people that 
want to live and let live and get along with their fellow men. And when 
we have taken care of the Prussians and the Japs, if we have any sense 
and go about it the right way, I believe we can do the job we are seeking 
to do. But let me add that we never can do it if we go into a picture as 
we went into this one, as utterly defenseless as we were in 1939 and °40, 
when your boys and my boys were up here at camp, supposedly in train- 
ing, with tanks that were simply trucks with “Tank” printed on the sides 
and with machine guns made out of wood, to indicate that they thought 
they had machine guns. We will never keep the peace if we go into any 
picture as utterly defenseless as we were last time. 


Now, let me very briefly refer again to this universal military training 
situation. I have been receiving a considerable amount of mail, and here 
is what some of the letters say. 


“Nothing can be more disastrous for American peace and democracy 
than the complete militarization of our youth through peacetime compul- 
sory military training.” 

Another one: 

“A year’s military training for young men would cause them to be 
military-minded and would contribute much towards making the United 
States a militaristic nation.” 


And third and finally: 


“Multitudes are yearning and hoping for a just and lasting peace, but 
any such action (as the universal military training bill) would ensure the 
likelihood of another war. We should prepare for peace, not war.” 


There is a lady, a very good lady, who wrote me that letter, Yes, with 
that I disagree, that we should prepare for peace and not war. But does 
she think that I think you are going to have peace unless you are pre- 
pared to defend the peace? 


My friends, I have nothing more to say except this: you are members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, three 
hundred and seven years old. You have seen, or your Company has seen, 
this nation develop as no nation ever developed in the history of the world. 
But let me conclude by repeating again these words: Mark my words, 
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when this war is won, you and those who feel as you do, get ready to 
fight to maintain the peace and don’t have to have our grandsons do it 
all over again another twenty-five years from now. Thank you very much. 

Apgutant Cormerals: This concludes the toasts of the evening. 
I am particularly pleased that we have had the Senator here 
tonight to talk to us. I believe he brought you a real message. 
Mr. Commander, I now turn the meeting back to you. 

Caprain Bunker: Honored guests, comrades: I wish to thank 
the honored guests and the speakers for their inspiring talks to 
us tonight, touching, as they have, on what has transpired in the 
past and what is to happen in the future. I appreciate their 
attendance more than I can express. 

I should like to say, comrades, that I appreciate your loyalty 
to your Company and I appreciate your coming here this evening 
to make this Fall Field Day Celebration a success. 

Thanking you for your share in the success of the evening, I 
now bring this Fall Field Day Celebration to a close.

RECORD OF FALL PARADES 


This year marks the second in which the Fall Field Day Cele- 
bration was observed in Boston. Of course, this was due to the 
conditions of travel and accommodations on account of the war. 

In examining the records of previous Fall Field Day Parades, 
there is one which stands preeminent among those of recent years. 

In Captain Hudson’s year, the Company took part in the Three 
Hundredth Anniversary of the Landing of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth. The great feature of that celebration was the presen- 
tation by this Company of two old cannon of the same type as 
those used in defense of the Plymouth Colony. 


Through the efforts of Captain Hudson and Colonel Sidney 
M. Hedges, in behalf of our Company, and Lord Denbigh, in 
behalf of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, the 
British Government was asked if they had any such old guns of 
the 16th century type, and if they would be willing to send them 
to us. Mr. Arthur M. Lord, President of the Pilgrim Society of 
Plymouth, became deeply interested in the effort to obtain these 
pieces. Much correspondence took place between Captain Hudson, 
Colonel Hedges, and Lord Denbigh which finally resulted in the 
British Government interesting itself in the matter. 


In the old Armory at Woolwich were found two bronze guns 
dated the 16th century which the British War Office consented to 
send to this Company for presentation at the Anniversary Cele- 
bration in Plymouth. One of these guns was a brass Sakaret of 
the time of Edward VI; the other, a brass Minion of the time of 
Queen Mary, about 1554. These were the only two cannon of 
that period, of English manufacture, in the collection at Wool- 
wich. Mr. Lord, who had been instrumental in securing the 
Bradford Manuscript, stated that in his opinion the gift of these 
guns was of next importance as showing the good will that now 
exists between this Country and the British Empire. Through 
the friendly influence of Secretary of the Navy John W. Weeks, 
the United States Navy brought the guns to this country in a 
warship. They arrived at the Brooklyn Navy Yard and were 
transferred to the Charlestown Navy Yard. Officers and Members 
of this Company and Rear Admiral Albert C. Gleaves assembled 
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on the deck of the old Frigate “Constitution” for the presenta- 
tion ceremonies. Here Admiral Gleaves delivered the guns to the 
Company as represented by Captain Hudson, who expressed 
appreciation to the Navy for bringing them from England. 

A large delegation from this Company, with its Officers, at- 
tended the Anniversary Celebration at Plymouth and took part 
in the exercises when the cannon were presented to the Town of 
Plymouth. 


These guns are mounted on an emplacement on Burial Hill and 
are marked by a suitable tablet commemorating the gift by the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

Those of our Members who were then Members will well 
remember this important historical event, and it is hoped this 
brief account of the occasion may induce Members who have 
joined later, to acquaint themselves further with this as well as 
many other interesting and instructive accounts as found in the 
records of this Company.

THE COMPANY AT THE GOVERNOR'S RECEPTION AND BALL 


WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


After several years, during which the Governor’s Reception 
at the Hall of Flags was omitted, Governor Tobin renewed the 
event. It was evident that this Reception had been missed because 
the State House was crowded with organizations and individuals 
anxious to pay their respects to the new Governor. The Ancients 
assembled and passed before the Governor in an honored position 
among the groups represented. The Governor welcomed his 
Comrades and had a pleasant word of greeting for each. Captain 
Bunker presented Mrs. Tobin with a large bouquet of roses. 


Following the Reception, the Company returned to Faneuil 
Hall for the Special Business Meeting, after which one of Seiler’s 
luncheons was served. The room was then cleared and the Gov- 
ernor and invited guests were escorted to the head table for the 
Washington’s Birthday Celebration speeches. Captain Bunker 
called the Company to order at 3:30 and introduced Colonel 
Cormerais as the Toastmaster. The following guests were seated 
at the head table:

Appropriate music was furnished by McGee’s Orchestra. 
Colonel Cormerais proposed a toast to the President and another 
in honor of Washington, following which the orchestra played 
“Hail Columbia” and Colonel Cormerais stated that this was 
first sung at Washington’s inaugural. After presentation by the 
Toastmaster, Governor Tobin was given a hearty welcome as 
one of our Honorary Members and as having just applied for 
active Membership in the Company. 


In presenting the Governor a brief case as a tribute from the 
Company, Captain Bunker declared that the Governor was a 
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“force for good in Massachusetts. We wish’ you in the future 
many happy hours and it is our hope that they be filled with 
new achievements and higher honors,” he said, as the historic 
hall shook with the applause. 

He pointed out that four members of the Ancients are on the 
Governor’s staff, Col. Eugene A. Hudson, Maj. Louis H. Hoff- 
man, Capt. Edward A. Spry and Lieut. Wilfred J. Paquet. 

Gov. Tobin praised the work of the Ancients in their support 
of civic improvements and particularly in their advancement of 
co-operation among the United Nations. He said their trips to 
Canada, the West Indies and other points had accomplished much 
to develop the good neighbor policy, over a long period of years. 
A beautiful bouquet of red roses was presented to the Governor 
for Mrs. Tobin by Captain Bunker. 

Lt. Gov. Bradford facetiously asked the Ancients to aid him 
in a movement to change his title to “commodore.” He said that 
a lieutenant-general is called general, a lieutenant commander 
is called commander, but as lieutenant-governor, nobody calls 
me anything but lieutenant, adding, “I wonder if that is Demo- 
cratic propaganda.” 

Colonel Cormerais introduced Lieutenant Colonel Chase, rep- 
resenting General Miles, who expressed the regrets of the Gen- 
eral that he was unable to attend. He advised us to pause and 
ask ourselves if we are doing all we can to end the war, urged 
all to do a little more, and prepare against the days when our 
boys come home. 

Admiral Gigax, who succeeded Admiral Theobald, was repre- 
sented by his Aide, Commander Alexander who expressed the 
Admiral’s regrets. 

Colonel Cormerais introduced two special guests, asking them 
to take a bow. They were Captain Lum and Captain Wong, mem- 
bers of the Hawaiian Guerrillas, now in this country and at 
present enrolled at Harvard University.

A BRIEF HISTORICAL SKETCH 
By Captain Wallace D. Riddell 


REBUILDING OF THE BurtAL TomMB 
or Captain ROBERT KEAYNE 
IN Kinc’s Cuapet BuriAL GRounD 


In 1908 the tomb of Captain Robert Keayne in King’s Chapel 
Burial Ground was discovered to be in rather bad condition 
and a Committee was appointed by the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Co. to take charge of its rebuilding. In order to estab- 
lish certain historical facts, the services of a distinguished 
genealogist were secured and from his investigation it was estab- 
lished beyond doubt, that not only was Capt. Keayne buried in 
the tomb but that it also contained the body of another Past 
Commander of the Company, Col. Nicholas Paige, (1695-1696) 
who had married a granddaughter of Captain Keayne. 


The vault beneath the tomb was found to be about eight feet 
long and six and a half feet wide and coffins had been placed 
against the walls at either side and across the end. Beneath the 
coffins, in three brick compartments, were found the bones of 
many bodies which evidently at some time had been removed 
from caskets in order to make more room. Altogether a total of 
36 bodies was found, representing several generations of the 
Keayne descendants. The bones were gathered together and 
placed in boxes, the steps and walls relaid in cement and every- 
thing left in proper order. 

On the broad side of the rebuilt tomb was placed the old stone 
which once was the doorstep of the old Keayne farm house 
at Rumney Marsh, now known as Revere. 

During the rebuilding of the vault, the work of disinterment 
and present arrangement of the mortal remains of Captain 
Keayne and his descendants was done under the direction of 
Frank S. Waterman, who at that time was a Sergeant of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
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INCIDENTAL EVENTS OF THE YEAR 
Tue LiEUTENANTS’ DINNER AND SMOKER 


The Lieutenants of the Company, under the direction of Cap- 
tain Bunker, held their Dinner and Smoker in the Armory, 
Thursday, December 7. 

An hour of social intercourse and refreshment was enjoyed, 
after which the Company and guests sat down at well prepared 
tables to enjoy one of Comrades Seiler’s dinners, and when we 
have said it was a Seiler dinner we have said all that is neces- 
sary. After the dinner, the floor was cleared and Captain Bunker 
introduced First Lieutenant Brink who, after making a graceful 
speech of welcome, introduced Second Lieutenant Leggee who 
pleased with witty remarks and then turned the meeting over 
for entertainment. 

The master of ceremonies was Karl Moore, well known to 
radio listeners as he has an early morning hour on one of the 
broadcasting stations. The artists for the evening were Jean 
Moore, dancer, Jean Jones, singer, Jimmie Divine, specialty 
dancer, who was acclaimed one of the best we had seen, and who, 
while gaining his breath after most strenuous foot-work, con- 
vulsed the audience with a monologue and imitations of life in 
the army. He had been in the armed forces for eighteen months, 
had seen service in the Pacific and had received an honorable 
discharge after this service, .which made him persona grata with 
the Members. Miss Gloria Carroll sang very acceptably and was 
followed by Bordoni, a very skillful magician, slight of hand, 
as well as a fire-eater, and a good successor to Houdini. Frank 
Lane, a magician and monologist, was the last artist and was 
very amusing as well as mystifying. 
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THE GOVERNOR’S RECEPTION AND GRAND BALL 


On Thursday, January 4th, the Ancients were invited to attend 
the Reception and Grand Ball given by the First Corps Cadets 
in honor of Governor Tobin. A large delegation of Members 
attended in uniform and were given the place of honor in passing 
before the Governor's Reception line and leading the Grand 
March. Music was furnished by the First Motor Squadron First 
Corps Band. Captain Bunker presented Mrs. Tobin with a beau- 
tiful bouquet, and after his personal congratulations to the 
Governor the Members, who were formed in seniority of rank, 
were warmly received by the Governor and presented to Mrs. 
Tobin and the Governor’s Staff. As many of the Governor's Staff 
had been selected from our Company and were present in uni- 
form of their new rank, it added much to the pleasure of our 
Company in greeting this distinguished and brilliantly arrayed 
group of the Governor’s official family. The Reception was held 
at the Armory of the First Corps Cadets and was attended by a 
tremendous crowd of the general public, since this was the first 
reception to a Governor for several years. 

Governor Tobin has always been a warm and loyal friend of 
the Ancients. He has honored us many times at our official meet- 
ings and it was a pleasure to show by the presence of so many 
of our Company how much we appreciate his friendly attitude. 
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PRESENTATION OF A SABER TO THE CLERK 


At the meeting, May 28th, Captain Bunker called the Clerk to 
attention and informed the Members that the Clerk, upon taking 
office in 1940, had found that some of the earlier records of the 
Company had not been compiled and put into bindings and 
forms for permanent preservation. 

During the past five years, as occasion and time permitted, 
these records had been searched out, compiled, arranged, and 
bound in forms similar to the manner in which the years preced- 
ing them had been kept. 

Captain Bunker was very complimentary in his statement of 
the time, thought, and energy spent in this work, and said the 
Officers thought some recognition should be made of the value 
of this work. 

He thereupon presented the Clerk with an order for a dress 
saber, stating that owing to priorities the saber itself could not 
be purchased until later. The saber is to bear the inscription on 
one side “Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts, 1638” and on the other side “Presented to Lieutenant 
William E. Crosby for Services as Clerk, 1940-1945.” 

The Clerk, speaking as best he could under the circum- 
stances, thanked the Captain, the Officers, and the Company for 
their generous gift, and more particularly for the friendly 
thought which prompted it. 

The bound volumes were displayed on the table and the 
Company was informed that the Company Records of the Min- 
utes of the Meetings and Committee Reports from 1912 to 1945, 
the Applications for Membership from 1930 to 1945, the Meeting 
Notices from 1920 to 1945 were thus brought up to date and 
permanently bound. The Finance Committee has purchased a 
suitable new safe to accommodate these records, and it is ex- 
pected that in the future all records of the Company will be kept 
up to date and safely preserved for posterity.

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THE STATE GUARD COMPANY 


The State Guard Unit, sponsored by the Ancients, always has 
been a source of pride to our Company. 

Composed originally only of Members of the Ancients, it was 
organized, and held all its drills and activities in our Armory, 
and the response to the first call for recruits showed that there 
still burns in the hearts of our Members a desire to do their 
part in any great emergency, even though at the time of original 
organization most of the recruits were men whose advanced years 
did not permit them to enter the armed services of the Nation. 
The Company was finally transferred to commodious quarters at 
the Irvington Street Armory, more suitable for the necessary 
drilling. Many of the original recruits, having served their three- 
year enlistment, were dropped this year owing to such causes 
as business requirements, the age limit, and transfers into other 
military groups. Yet there still remain in active service in the 
Unit seventeen Members of the Ancients. The places left vacant 
by the dropping out of such of our members, have been filled 
by new recruits, not members of the Ancients but who may well 
be considered good material for future membership. 

Since the formation of this State Guard Company, four Mem- 
bers of the Ancients have served as Captains: Captain Louis C. 
Adams, Captain Charles W. Mitchell, Captain Edward J. Kane, 
and Captain James E. Bagley, Jr. 

At the Federal Inspection, a report of excellent was given 
showing the high standard to which the Company has attained. 

The following record of the Company covers the year of 
Captain Bunker’s administration. 

During the past year many changes in personnel took place, 
the first of which was the discharge of Sgt. Ichabod Bunker 
when he became Captain of the Ancients. Upon the promotion 
of James. E. Bagley, Jr., to Second Lieutenant, the First Ser- 
geant’s job was taken over by Cpl. Earle R. Barnard. 

The Company attended the Camp of Instruction at Camp 
Chase, Hingham, Mass., 2 July to 8 July, 1944, inclusive, under 
command of Capt. Louis C. Adams, First Lieut. Charles W. 
Mitchell and Second Lieut. James E. Bagley, Jr. 
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14 July, 1944, the Company attended the Ancients “Pops” Con- 
cert at Symphony Hall. 

7 August, 1944, the Company marched in the American Legion 
Parade. 

12 August, 1944, Capt. Louis C. Adams was transferred to 
Headquarters 2nd Div. as Division Hqs. Commandant with the 
rank of Major and given command of Special Troops consist- 
ing of: 

2nd Division Signal Company 

Hq. Detachment 2nd Div. 

Spec. Hq. & Service Company 

13 and 14 Sept., 1944, the Company was called to active duty 
in connection with the hurricane under command of First Lieut. 
Charles W. Mitchell and Second Lieut. James E. Bagley, Jr. 

27 Sept., 1944, Charles J. Robison was appointed First Ser- 
geant by First Lieut. Charles W. Mitchell in lieu of First Sgt. 
Earle R. Barnard, who was appointed Aide to General William 
J. Keville, the Adjutant General, with the rank of Captain. Since 
then Captain Barnard has been promoted to Major and is Aide to 
Governor Maurice J. Tobin. 

31 October, 1944, Allan R. Kingston qualified as Second Lieut. 
and was transferred to Hq. 2nd Division and put in charge of Hq. 
Detachment. 

11 Nov., 1944, the Company paraded in Armistice Day 
parade. 

22 Nov., 1944, Charles W. Mitchell qualified as Captain Com- 
manding the Company, and on that day Inspection of all 
Federally owned ordnance materiel was made resulting in an 
excellent report from the Army Inspectors. 

14 Dec., 1944, James E. Bagley, Jr., qualified as First Lieu- 
tenant of the Company. 

26 January, 1945, Pvt. Louis H. Hoffman, inactive M. S. G., 
was discharged to accept commission of Major in Mass. Organ- 
ized Militia and was put on the Governor's Staff. Pvt. Edward 
M. Spry, inactive M. S. G., was discharged to accept commission 
of Captain in Mass. Organized Militia and was put on Gover- 
nor’s Staff. Capt. Spry is now a Major. 
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19 Feb., 1945, Third Anniversary dinner held at Hotel 
Touraine. 


21 Feb., 1945, Richard H. Thayer was appointed First Ser- 
geant of the Company by Capt. Mitchell. 


5 March, 1945, Captain Charles W. Mitchell transferred to 
Hq. 2nd Div. as Hqs. Commandant and Maj. Louis C. Adams 
relieved as Hqs. Commandant and assigned as Finance Officer. 


6 March, 1945, First Lieut. Edward J. Kane, inactive M. S. G. 
transferred to active duty and assigned to Company as Com: 
manding Officer. Lieut. Kane on 21 March, 1945, qualified as a 
Captain in Mass. Organized Militia. 


15 March, 1945, Charles J. Robison qualified as a Second 


Lieutenant. 


17 March, 1945, The Company paraded in Evacuation Day 
Parade at South Boston, Mass., under command of First Lieut 
Kane. ; 


21 March, 1945, Capt. Charles W. Mitchell qualified as Major. 


21 March, 1945, State and Federal Inspection held at South 
Armory by Major Robert L. Todd, Hq. Ist Service Command 
and Maj. Charles W. Mitchell, Commandant of Special Troops 
2nd Div. The inspection report showed the average age of the 
officers to be 51 years of age and the average age of enlisted men 
as 33 years of age. The authorized strength of the Company was 
shown as three officers and sixty enlisted men. The actual strength 
was three officers and fifty enlisted men. The report of the 
Inspection, which was satisfactory in all departments, reads in 
part as follows: 


“The unit is well trained. Officers and N. C. O, are qualified 
Close order and riot formations done with precision showing 
excellent instruction.” g 


1 May, 1945, Captain Edward J. Kane transferred to Hq. 2nd 
Div. as Adjutant to Hq. Commandant, Major Charles W. Mitchell 

7 May, 1945, Lieut. Edward H. Burke, who has done a Peat 
deal of hard work in drilling the Company, qualified as ae 
tain and was attached to the Company. Ws 
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8 May, 1945, was VE Day. Maj. Mitchell and First Lieut. 
Bagley served as Hq. 2nd Division all day and the N.C. ©. 6& 
the Company were alerted but no active service was required 
of them. 

19 May, 1945, First Lieut. James E. Bagley, Jr., qualified as 
a Captain and became Commanding Officer of the Company. 

4 June, 1945, the Company paraded with the Ancients on June 
Day and were guests of the Company at the banquet at Copley 
Plaza in the evening. (Capt. James E. Bagley, Jr., and Second 
Lieut. Charles J. Robison.)

SERGEANTS’ ACTIVITIES DURING THE YEAR 


The Sergeants for this year were a very energetic and for- 
warding group of men. Most of them had extended and successful 
experience in business, and as the list of their activities for the 
year is recounted, it will be seen that they applied those methods 
of business and initiative to the conduct of the affairs of the 
Company during the year. 

After the nominations were made which resulted in the election 
of Sergeants of Infantry and Sergeants of Artillery for the 
coming year, the Sergeants-Elect met and organized with the 
following officers: 

President: Clarence E. Hyde, First Sergeant of Infantry 

Treasurer: Daniel J. Murphy, First Sergeant of Artillery 

Secretary: John M. Pullman, Fourth Sergeant of Artillery 

On May 19th, the Sergeants met at dinner at the Touraine 
Hotel at which time they presented Captain Bunker with a beau- 
tiful leather case, properly inscribed, containing seven matched 
pipes. 

The first event for which they made plans was to engage the 
entire floor of Symphony Hall for a “Pops” Concert to be held 
July 14th. Very careful and comprehensive plans were made so 
that this should be a success financially and a credit to the 
parent Company. At the same meeting, it was voted to provide 
a Sergeants’ suite of rooms at the Copley Plaza Hotel for June 
Day and that complete movies of the June Day Parade be taken 
in technicolor by Major Richard Sears. 

The Sergeants participated in all the activities of the June 
Anniversary and were hosts to the Members in their suite at 
the hotel. 

On June 9th, Sergeant and Mrs. Singleton entertained the 
Sergeants at their home in Medford where further plans for the 
“Pops” Concert were made. At a later meeting, a program com- 
mittee for the “Pops” was formed, tickets issued, and all plans 
completed for the successful carrying out of this important event.

The musical program, partly 
selected by Members of the Company, was rendered by the 
orchestra under the direction of Arthur Fiedler with the perfec- 
tion which has made this series of concerts world-famous. During 
the intermission, Captain Bunker presented Mr. Fiedler with a 
cup in appreciation of the assistance he had given in the prepara- 
tion and rendition of the program. 

The engraved inscription on the cup reads as follows:

July 14, 1944.

An elaborate and well prepared printed program was given 
out. This program contained a brief history of the Company, a 
recapitulation of some of the events of the June Anniversary, 
and was well supported financially by advertisements. We have 
elaborated somewhat upon the account of this event as, in the 
opinion of many of our Members, the fact of initiating, planning, 
and carrying out this program gave the general public a new 
angle of thought in their opinion of our Company which previ- 
ously had been based only upon seeing the Company in its 
military and parade activities. 

At a later meeting, it was decided to hold an outing at Field- 
ston, Marshfield, Massachusetts, on Wednesday, August 23rd. 
The outing was attended by over three hundred Members and 
guests, one of Seilers’ shore dinners was served, games and 
swimming events were held in the afternoon, and in the evening 
an elaborate floor show was presented. 

On September 8, 9, and 10, an outing was sponsored by the 
Sergeants at Hawthorne Inn, Gloucester. On arrival, the Officers 
and Sergeants visited City Hall to invite the Mayor and other 
officials to attend the banquet. Friday night movies of the June 
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Day Parade were shown and other entertainment provided. Satur- 
day the Captain, Sergeants and guests visited the grave of our 
Past Commander, George H. Hudson, where a wreath was placed. 
The same afternoon they visited the Coast Guard Station where 
they were joined by the Commander and Lieutenant Commander, 
and proceeded to the Fisherman’s Statue where a wreath was 
placed and appropriate remarks were made by Captain Bunker 
and Sergeant Hyde representing the Company, and by the Com- 
mander of the Coast Guard Station, and Mayor Weston U. Friend 
of Gloucester. In the evening, a reception was given by Captain 
Bunker and Colonel Cormerais to the Mayor and other digni- 
taries of the City of Gloucester and the Officers of the Coast 
Guard Station, following which a banquet was held in the main 
dining room of the Hotel. Here the Sergeants presented a flag 
to the City of Gloucester and speeches were made by Captain 
Bunker, Colonel Cormerais, Mayor Friend, and the Commander 
of the Coast Guard Station. The ceremonies were completed by 
a floor show. On Sunday the Members enjoyed fishing trips, 
golf, and other sports, the return to Boston being made on Sun- 
day afternoon. 

The next important, and again a new idea of the Sergeants, was 
presented at a meeting September 22nd when it was decided to 
obtain and present to all Members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company a lapel button. This button, in gold and 
colors, is a miniature reproduction of the Company Seal. Ser- 
geant Frederick W. Herman attended to all the details of manufac- 
turing and to him must be given great credit because of the way 
he overcame difficulties of priorities as well as manufacturing, 
to see that this plan of his Comrades was properly carried out. 
The Clerk of the Company was requested to notify all Members 
that they were entitled to one of these buttons with the compli- 
ments of the Sergeants and without expense to themselves. The 
response, by requests for the buttons, has been very satisfactory 
to the Sergeants. 

On October 20th, the Sergeants met and arranged to engage 
the New England Mutual Hall for two evenings for the presen- 
tation of a Vaudeville and Variety Revue. This was held Thurs- 
day and Friday, January 25 and 26, and featured Jay C. Flippen 
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of “Hellza-Poppin” and eight other big-time all-star acts, as 
well as the “Flora-Dora Sextet” presented by Members of the 
Sergeants’ Club. The show was well attended and was a financial 
success. 

On Wednesday, April 11, the Sergeants held a banquet at the 
Hotel Gardner. Refreshments were served in the private dining 
room and the banquet was held in the main dining hall, after 
which a successful floor show was presented. 

At the Anniversary, June 4, 1945, the Sergeants provided a 
suite of rooms at the Copley Plaza Hotel where they were hosts 
to Members of the Company and their guests. 

On June 2lst, Captain Ichabod Bunker and Captain Clarence 
E. Hyde gave a farewell dinner to the Officers and Sergeants of 
1944-45 in appreciation of the loyalty and cooperation shown 
by their Staff. 

The dinner was held in the famous Ruby Room of the Hotel 
Touraine and each gentleman brought his lady. Colonel Henry D. 
Cormerais, Captain William H. Ellis, Lieutenant Leo E. Bourdon, 
Lieutenant William E. Crosby, Captain James E. Bagley, Jr. and 
Major Charles W. Mitchell were among the invited honored 
guests. 

Floral decorations, menus, place cards and corsages for the 
ladies were carried out in red, white and blue and with the 
Ancient and Honorable Colors as a background the color scheme 
was most effective. Entertainment was furnished by Miss Aileen 
Hunter and her accordion, Salvy Cavvichio, renowned xylophone 
player, and Miss Daphne Stauffer, who pleased everyone with 
her songs. Captain Hyde was excellent as Toast Master. 

A high spot in the evening came when a huge cake was cut 
bearing the inscription “Facta Non Verba”. 

It is the opinion of many of the Members of the Company 
that the preparation and presenting of the “Pops” Concert, the 
free gift of the Lapel Buttons, the initiating and successful 
carrying out of the two Vaudeville Nights, the successful com- 
pletion of their two outings, as well as their consistent support 
of the Captain and Officers in carrying out the details of the 
year’s administrative actions, marks these Sergeants as one of 
our outstanding groups.

THE COMPANY RETURNING FROM THE CHURCH SERVICE 


THE THREE HUNDRED SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY 


The activities of the day opened at the Copley Plaza Hotel 
under the direction of Captain Bunker at 7 a. m. with a fife and 
drum corps sounding reveille. One of the fifers was Edward 
Stevens who has been participating in that event for the past 
fifty years. Later a wreath was placed by Captain Bunker on the 
grave of Robert Keayne, first Commander, in King’s Chapel 
Burying Ground. 

Owing to the existing state of war and the fact that the public 
generally had frowned upon conventions, parades and other 
public displays, there had been considerable doubt in the minds of 
the Officers as to the propriety of having the full-length parade 
on this Anniversary. However, when the war with Germany 
ceased, restrictions on such public appearances were largely 
removed and the public’s frame of mind much changed. Conse- 
quently, it was decided to carry out all the traditional events of 
the day. 


The Parade, led by Captain Bunker and Captain William H. 
Ellis as Chief of Staff, was different in character this year, owing 
to the absence of the usual visiting delegations who were unable 
to attend because of the ban on travel by public conveyances. The 
places usually filled by these organizations were taken first by 
a group of fifty convalescent wounded veterans under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant James A. Byrnes from Camp Edwards, and 
the full roster of our State Guard Company under the command 
of Captain James E. Bagley, Jr. The veterans were all in uniform 
and the State Guard Company paraded in light marching equip- 
ment, all with rifles slung over their shoulders. Both groups 
made an impressive appearance and added much to the dignity 
and military aspect of the Parade. : 

Mayor Kerrigan joined the Company at City Hall, and at the 
State House a Company front was formed to receive and pay 
honor to Governor Tobin who, with his Staff, joined the ranks 
and marched to the Old South Church for the Memorial Church 
Service.

THE CHURCH SERVICE 


This nation, together with practically every other nation in 
the world, is now going through a testing period of tremendous 
importance. Is it true that the last one hundred years have seen 
too much of a reliance upon material things instead of what we 
might call, for lack of a better word, spiritual things? The word 
spiritual does not necessarily imply religion but an introspective 
analysis of our own better natures. If we break down the last 
one hundred odd years, we find definite eras of wholly material 
development. The years ending around 1880 witnessed a great 
geographical growth of this country. New methods of transpor- 
tation from the tow-path canal to the railroads were developed. 
Immigration, and probably immigration of an inferior group 
of workers, made this development possible, but the grouping 
of different nationalities undoubtedly was the precursor of 
our present slums and centers of low standards of living. 

The years ending around 1900 witnessed the development of 
electrical inventions and engineering, the telephone, the electric 
light and many developments from the then little known elec- 
trical impulse. This era probably marked the first development 
of scientific research and was followed by the development of 
the automobile industry and the airplane, resulting in our 
present tremendous automobile and airplane industries. These 
industries led up to the development of mass productions and 
assembly lines, and again this was the result of scientific 
research, 

Then came the emergence of the chemical engineer and chem- 
istry was developed from crude earlier attempts to develop baser 
metals into precious ones, into the study of by-products of such 
common materials as coal, oil and rubber. Again these were the 
result of scientific research. 

Is it possible that this concentration of minds upon material 
things through scientific research, to the practical exclusion of 
mental research, has brought the entire world to such a condition 
as could make possible within twenty-five years, two world wars, 
the horrors of which make the human mind recoil? 


May we begin to hope that the coming years will mark re- 
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search into the human mind, the relation of man to man and 
nation to nation as distinct from personal and national isola- 
tion? We are seeing the beginning of this in the new order 
looking toward social security. Shall each of us begin to ask 
himself, “Am I my brother’s keeper?” Shall we begin to hope 
that the common good is more to be desired than the good of a 
favored few? That time for relaxation, pleasures and study 
hitherto not given to the many shall become the common lot 
not only in our land but in other countries? 


The last one hundred odd years have developed a tremendous 
speeding up of physical energy and scientific research. Let us 
hope that the coming years may witness an equal speeding up 
of moral, spiritual, and humane development for all nations. 

It is with such thoughts as these that we contemplate our 
Church Memorial Service each year. Unless such organizations 
as ours demonstrate that there is something beyond the material 
things which have been discussed above, and that somewhere 
and sometime each of us finds within himself some elements 
which uplift his own character and thus help improve the general 
political health, we, individually, and such organizations as ours 
will fail in achieving their highest purposes and aspirations 
which alone are the best and real reasons for our existence.

Artillery Company of Massachusetts and their Guests: 

It is an honor for me to have the privilege of responding to the toast, 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts. For seven years I have responded 
to the toast, The City of Boston. In responding to the toast, The Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, I am responding to a toast that is comparable, 
because this organization represents everything that is Massachusetts, 
everything that is Boston, and everything that is the United States of 
America. 

This organization was founded in the year 1638 to provide in those days 
an adequate defense of the Colony against the French and against the 
Indians, It is the oldest military organization to be found in the western 
hemisphere. When the United States of America was founded by the 
Declaration of Independence in 1776, this organization of which you men 
are privileged to be distinguished members was 138 years old. This organ- 
ization contributed the greater portion of its manpower in that great 
struggle out of which there came a living document that gave life and 
vigor to this Declaration of Independence in the form of the Bill of Rights. 
America has lived under that Bill of Rights, under the most nearly perfect 
order of government yet devised by the mind of man. 

We are privileged in this State to have an organization such as the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, which was in existence 138 
years before the birth of this republic and has been in existence now for 
almost a century and three quarters since that great birthday on the 4th 
of July, 1776. 

We have of our membership men who are fighting on every front, men 
who are fighting on the sea, and under the sea. This organization is making 
its contribution to America’s cause in another great crisis, And Massa- 
chusetts is likewise doing its proportionate share, as has been typified by 
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this, the oldest military organization on the western hemisphere. There 
are now 575,000 men and women in the armed forces of our country from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

In that regard our contribution cannot be questioned by any other State. 
We have contributed two great leaders to our government in this crisis 
in the persons of John W. McCormack, the majority leader, and Joseph 
Martin, the minority leader of the Congress of this country. So we can 
say, as did Daniel Webster at the laying of the cornerstone at Bunker 
Hill, “Massachusetts, there she stands!” 

This State, in which was found the spirit for the independence of the 
United States of America and in which were found the first volunteers 
to fight in that struggle that has made possible the great freedoms that we 
all enjoy, is still the same State in spirit and still stands for the principles 
that were enunciated in those days. 

Massachusetts is truly the State of old and in the future will continue 
to be the kind of a State that will stand by the principles of the founding 
fathers, It is a joy and a pleasure for me, as the Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to have had the privilege of joining with 
you in this annual banquet and to respond to the toast, The Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Well, might we say, and with great truth, with the same

Captain Bunker, your Excellency Governor Tobin, Governor Curley, 
Reverend Clergy, Invited Guests, Comrades: 

In responding to the toast of Boston, in a time, when the nation is at 
war, and when we have destroyed one of our enemies, with the same 
material and moral energies with which we will destroy Japan, we can 
say, with the fullest of assurances, God is with us today, as He was with 
your fathers, when you were first organized, in the year 1638, And He 
always will be with us, so long as America clings to the ideals that were 
first declared in the American wilderness, and which have grown so 
mighty as to be able to save the world, in its darkest hour. 


What a contrast there is, between Colonial America, when your honor- 
able organization was established, and the America of today. The world 
took absolutely no notice of the Pilgrim Fathers, Today, the eyes of the 
world look upon their descendants with reverence, with respect and with 
amazement. Your ancestors carved a great nation out of a lonely and a 
bleak wilderness. E 

Today, we speak of miracles. We speak of the miracle of our nation, 
which although unprepared for war, destroyed the most dynamic military 
machine eyer assembled by man, If there is a miracle anywhere in Amer- 
ican history, it is in its early days, when the pioneers, armed only with a 
gun and their faith in God, started out to build a nation. The miracle of 
American growth, the miracle of America’s magnetic power, in drawing 
from all the world their people in search for human liberty, the miracle 
of making all of these people one nation, the miracle of production and 
patriotism that rescued all of Europe, may be traced to the patriots who 
were building the foundation of America when the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company was founded. America had a miraculous birth; it had 
a miraculous growth; it had a miraculous role in the extermination of 
modern tyranny. 

If America had not had an honorable birth she would have perished 
long years ago. Had her foundation been weak she would never have risen 
to her present magnificent strength, It is written in the good book: “as 
ye sow, so shall ye reap.” Colonial America, the early America, out of 
which the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company was created, sowed 
a fertile seed. It brought forth a strong nation. When the men of three 
centuries ago were planting the seeds of American freedom, they did not 
visualize a nation that would become the richest in material possessions. 
Nowhere in their proclaimed purposes do we find one single expressed 
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desire for material wealth. If they had wanted comfort, ease and wealth, 
they would have stayed home. If they had wanted physical security they 
would not have come to the American wilderness and faced the beast and 
the savage. They were tired of old world tyranny and persecution. They 
rebelled against the yokes that held them in political and religious 
bondage. They wanted to be free. They wanted to worship God in their 
own way. They wanted to enthrone man in a government of his own 
creation. And what has been the result? We are not compelled to indulge 
ourselves in self-glorification! The world has recognized our greatness. 
Statesmen of other nations have been generous in their opinions of 
America. A few weeks ago, standing in the House of Commons, shortly 
after the death of President Roosevelt, Winston Churchill paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to our republic and to our late great leader. I quote, These 
are his exact words, “In war, he had raised the strength, might and glory 
of the great republic of America to a height never attained by any nation 
in history.” End of quotation. The lofty words of the illustrious leader 
of the British Empire are not exaggerations. America is the fulfilment of 
man’s dream for human freedom. Some people, not recognizing America’s 
moral supremacy, are fond of referring only to our material greatness. 

There is nothing dishonorable about America’s wealth. It has come out 
of the toil of its skills and labors. There is nothing dishonorable about 
the comforts we enjoy. There is nothing dishonorable about the life of ease 
and pleasure we resort to, when we can. However, these are not the things 
in which we rejoice the most. We don’t like to be called rich in material 
things by those who ignore or fail to mention the patriotic impulses that 
have always swayed and invigorated American life. Our wealth is a by- 
product of our patriotism. Our material greatness flows from our free 
institutions. Had we been slaves we would be dressed in rags today, and 
we would be living in hovels. We are freemen, We are idealists. All of 
our material possessions are the fruits of a national life that has been obe- 
dient to the highest of divine laws, and laws that are never neglectful of 
the rights of man. 

A few days ago, I was reading some pamphlets that contain a history 
of the Ancients and some of its illustrious men who belonged to it. No- 
where in the pages of those pamphlets is there any reference to men 
merely because they had been successful in the accumulation of material 
things, It is true that many men of wealth and influence have belonged 
to your honorable organization. But they have used their wealth and 
influence to add strength to American patriotism. While reading the 
pamphlets, I came across the names of many eminent statesmen, learned 
judges, brilliant lawyers, leading educators, renowned scientists and civic 
leaders. And finally there were the soldiers. In all of her wars, America 
has taken soldiers from your ranks. And in this war, I am told, nearly 
one hundred of your men are enlisted. You were a military organization 
in the beginning. You are a military organization now. The military prob- 
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lems that now confront the nation are your problems. You know that the 
war has not been fully won. But you know that it will be won. 

While this war is raging with fury and death in the vast expanses of 
the Pacific, the nation looks to organizations like yours to keep patriotism 
at its highest pitch and to keep our production of war implements in a con- 
tinuous flow to the battle areas. 

The victory over Germany has not released us from our obligations to 
fully support the war against Japan. Only three days ago, it became neces- 
sary for the President of the United States to go to Congress and to deliver 
a war message. In that message, which should be read by every American 
citizen, he outlined the present tasks before the nation. He reminded us 
that we had an army of three and one half million men in Europe, but 
that we will need twice that number, or seven million men in the Pacific. 
He reminded us that Japan has a greater number of soldiers than Ger- 
many had at its peak enlistment. And he reminded us of the fanatic, the 
vicious and the beast in the nature of Japan’s fighting that will make 
them hold on to the bitter end. He spoke for the army and the navy, when 
he said that the same devastating blows will be hurled at Japan that 
brought about the ruin of Germany. And he warned us against the home 
front becoming tired and weary. The warning is timely and needed. If it 
wasn’t the President would not have sounded it. I am sure that the Amer- 
ican people will not ignore that warning, America has never yet failed 
to respond to the call of duty. The call of duty sounded by our president 
three days ago will not go unanswered. In a grand refrain, it will be 
answered by all patriotic citizens. And in the vanguard of undying alle- 
giance, the voice of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company will be 
clearly heard, as it utters its ancient prayer; “As God dwelt with the 
fathers, so may He abide with us!” to the last urgent call, and to the 
Jast moral obligation.

Captain Bunker, Your Excellency Governor Tobin, Your Honor re

Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts: 
As a representative of the Navy, may I express my personal pleasure 
and the appreciation of the Navy for the toast Just offered our branch of 
the Armed Services, It is an honor to attend this annual assembly of 


the oldest military organization in the Western Hemisphere. 
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Your toast to the Navy of the United States has, without doubt, a more 
direct personal import to all of you tonight than was the case at your 
banquets prior to Pearl Harbor. Since that day of infamy the Navy has 
achieved the near-impossible. 

The United States has built and manned — and proved in combat — 
the greatest fleet that has ever sailed the seas, With our Allied Navies it 
has won the Battle of the Atlantic, It put our Army ashore in Africa, in 
Italy, in Normandy and Southern France, thereby enabling us to impose 
an unconditional surrender on our Axis foes in Europe. It has rolled back 
the Japanese advance which threatened to engulf the Pacific — until we 
now are literally sweeping the Japanese from the seas and skies, Today 
the Navy is transporting the European Expeditionary Forces to the Pacific 
for an assault on the Japanese homeland itself, 

In the interval between the first and second World Wars, much of your 
Navy was scrapped. This was the same sorry repetition of what happened 
after each of our previous wars. The price of this naval decay and unpre- 
paredness has, in each case, been crushing in cost — and staggering in 
unnecessary waste of American lives. The next time, the penalty of neglect 
may well jeopardize the very existence of the nation we all love. 

Therefore, let us resolve that never again will we permit ourselves to be 
lulled by a false sense of security, Let us not be led into weakening of our 
military defenses. To assure a peace that will be lasting, let us be so well 
prepared that any aggressor will hesitate long and ponder seriously, before 
he dares attack us. 

There never has been a more truthful statement than that of Premier 
Smuts of South Africa — “Peace not backed by power remains a dream.” 

We must not again choose Naval suicide,

Caprain Bunker: It is an honor to present to you a distin- 
guished English Diplomat. This gentleman has served in the 
Consulate-General at Hamburg and Danzig where he was Acting 
Vice-Consul, later being appointed a Vice-Consul in the Consu- 
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lar Service. He has spent most of his official career in Europe 
serving in Ghent, Belgium in 1918; in Brussels in 1922; in 
Budapest in 1925; promoted to be Consul in Rome, remaining 
there until the Italian Declaration of War in 1940. Since then 
he has served in the Foreign Office and the Home Office until 
1942 when he became Foreign Office Member of the Staff of the 
United Kingdom High Commissioner in the Union of South 
Africa, remaining there two years. He is a member of the Order 
of the British Empire and is a Chevalier of the Belgium Order 
of Leopold. Again I say it is an honor to present to you Bernard 
Ponsonby Sullivan, M.B.E., British Consul-General at Boston, 
Massachusetts. 


HONORABLE BERNARD PONSONBY SULLIVAN, M.B.E. 


Captain Bunker, Reverend Clergy, His Honor the Mayor, Distinguished 
Guests, Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts: 


Mr. Chairman, Your Excellency and Gentlemen: 


I feel that I have been paid a great honour by being asked to respond 
to the toast of the United Nations, and I appreciate very much that for 
this purpose you should have chosen me, as the representative of Great 
Britain in this city. And it is a particular pleasure for me to be present 
at this annual dinner of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts which has such close and ancient bonds with the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company of London. Close and eminent bonds of this 
nature between any sort of organizations in different countries have not 
only an historic interest but a great value in developing that atmosphere 
of understanding and friendship which is so essential for the future peace 
of the world. How much the more so when there is an affinity reaching 
backwards, as in your case, for upwards of 300 years. I have said that I 
am honoured and that I am pleased to be present here. May I add that 
I am also very proud. 

The British Commonwealth of Nations and Empire, together with the 
United States of America, have been very close partners in this world 
struggle of so many United Nations against the evil forces of Germany 
and Japan. 

Before the dastardly and treacherous attack of the Japanese at Pearl 
Harbor and before the United States of America were actually fighting 
with us in this war, your late lamented President and your Administration 
realized how much America was concerned in the issue. I would recall 
to you that the Lend-Lease Act was “an Act for the protection of the 
United States of America” and that the Lend-Lease Act for us in Britain 
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was like a supply of plasma to a wounded man. The supplies which have 
been sent to us under that Act enabled us to carry on the fight at a time 
when we were very sorely pressed and indeed in great danger of invasion. 
But the delivery of these supplies, as you all know, presented very great 
difficulty. Our merchant ships were under constant attack from the enemy 
on the high seas; not only were our losses in tonnage appalling, but so 
were our losses in merchant seamen. We have lost 30,000 of our British 
merchant seamen. American losses in the merchant marine on the high 
seas have also been very heavy, particularly in the early days of the war. 

But since we have been fighting the enemy together, you and we, as 
united nations, we evolved a policy which had never been formed before 
amongst allies. Our leaders in America and in Great Britain decided that 
the war could be best waged if we united, not only with our armies, 
navies and air forces, but also if we united in an intelligent use of our 
raw materials and our manufactures of munitions of war. We shared our 
supplies, our ideas and we shared our inventions, so that each of us could 
put forward the maximum of effort. 

It has been a marvelous cooperation and I feel that this cooperation 
which we have shared during the European war and which we shall still 
maintain in the war in the Far East, should be an object lesson to all of 
us for the peace. As far as the European theatre of war has been concerned 
perhaps we should all be very grateful that a man of General Eisenhower's 
stature was in supreme command. He has proved himself wise and strong, 
ever anxious to avoid waste of the human lives under his command. He 
is one of the heroes of the common people of Britain, one who has shared 
their perils and, at last, their joy in victory over Nazism. 

We are very much together in the war in the Far East, For our part 
we have read with admiration of your reconquest of the Philippines, of 
your battles on Iwo Jima and Okinawa and of great naval victories. We too 
have not been inactive, — though, as our campaign in Burma has been 
conducted during the months of our common victory in Europe there is 
less knowledge of its magnitude than there should have been. I have only 
got figures as far as March but at that time we had lost about 170,000 
men in the war against the Japanese. The fighting in Burma is not over. 
Rangoon has been captured but there is still a large Japanese force to be 
wiped out west of the Irrawaddy and then there remains the conquest of 
the Japs in Siam, Indo-China and Malaya, not to mention the island 
areas, before the final onslaught in China and Japan itself. As Prime 
Minister Churchill has more than once said, this war in the Far East is 
one which Great Britain and the United States of America will fight 
together as United Nations to the end. Whether the 14th Army’s next move 
will be down the Malay Peninsula or across Siam to French Indo-China, 
or both, will of course be revealed only by the event. 


Surely if we are able to work together so closely during war we can 
perfectly well work together in harmony when final peace comes, so as to 
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achieve the common purpose which we both have — security from aggres- 
sion, so that we may live without fear hanging over us like a dark shadow 
in the background, and prosperity, so that man may have a decent 
standard of living and not be threatened by that other ogre, the fear which 
springs from want. 


How can we achieve this? I think we can only achieve these aims if 
we do all we can to get to know and understand one another, and if we 
do our utmost to eliminate any form of suspicion of each other’s motives. 
I am, however, speaking not only of the United States and Great Britain; 
I am thinking of all the United Nations and we must remember that the 
ways of approach and of thought are immensely and entirely different in 
the various countries of the world. I myself have lived in a number of 
different countries during the course of my career in the British Foreign 
Service, and I have always been struck by the very different outlook which 
one encounters in various countries, even though they may be geographically 
close to one another. Therefore one cannot expect all countries to think 
alike on the same question. They obviously don’t, and they are never 
likely to. But we can have common aims, and I think the aims of the 
whole civilized world are now directed towards establishing security and 
an easy intercourse, whether it be culturally or economically, Just now 
at San Francisco these United Nations have been working for this end 
and it is reassuring that your Secretary of State should have announced 
recently that the conference is meeting with every prospect of complete 
success, 


I think we should all try not to be too critical of one another when 
there are differences of opinion on this or that, healthy criticism does no 
harm, but let us at least know what we are talking about before we voice 
our criticism. We of the United Nations must try and get to know each 
other better. 


There is a story of a small boy who was playing with his father 
on a wet day and asked his father for something to do, The father found 
at the back of a newspaper a map of the world, He tore the map into 
small pieces and said to the boy, “Now go away and play with that. That 
will keep you quiet for half an hour.” The boy came back within five 
minutes with the map of the world put together. His father was very much 
surprised and asked him how he had done it so quickly. The boy said, 
“Well, you see, I found that at the back of the map of the world there 
was a figure of a man and I found if you got the man right you got the 
world right.” 


As one of your American statesmen said recently, “Our only workable 
hope is to assume the good faith of nations and every unit in them, down 
to the individual members of the community. If we don’t at least try this, 
we are simply resigning our own claim to security.”

Captain Bunker: Our next speaker is so widely known in the 
United States and Canada there is really not much that I should 
say to you about him. Every one knows of the Royal Order of 
Jesters and this gentleman is the Royal Director and hails from 
the city of Montreal. He is a close friend of our beloved friend 
and Honorary Member Larry McLaren and it gives me great 
pleasure to present to you Honorable William Wray, Royal 
Director of the Royal Order of Jesters, to respond to the toast 
“The Dominion of Canada.” 


HONORABLE WILLIAM WRAY 


Mr. Toastmaster, Distinguished guests, and members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company: 

We, in Canada, and you, here in the United States, have long ago proved 
that we are closely allied in years of peace, As neighbors, as friends, we 
have lived side by side separated only by what is called an “unguarded 
border.” 

Between the dark hours of Pearl Harbor and the end of the war in 
Europe the years have served to strengthen our bond of friendship and 
understanding. 

On the home front ... the people of the United States and the people 
of Canada have served the same cause; they have made the same sacrifices 
and they have rejoiced in the same victories. 

On the battle front of Europe, the men from the United States and the 
men from Canada have fought the same foe, shared the same dangers, 
suffered the same wounds, and under the combined commands of our great 
service leaders they have shared in the same victories, 

During the past year it has been my privilege to travel across this con- 
tinent from the Atlantic to the Pacific, from Canada to Mexico, and I 
have witnessed the fine fellowship and unity between our two countries. 

The fellowship which you enjoy as members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company, through your friendships in Canada, is one of the 
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greatest safeguards of that unity of spirit. As long as that spirit lives we 
need never worry about “so called” unguarded borders. 

Let us hope and pray that our fellowship and understanding will con- 
tinue and that our flags will always fly proudly side by side. 

God bless both our countries. 

ApjuTant Cormerais: About this time, Comrades, your Toast- 
master is tempted to take some liberties. I remember in London 
after the 7th Toast I told a story about a colored preacher in 
the South who was about to give up his parish. He had called in 
a young seminarian to work with him and just as the old man 
was to preach his last sermon, they were in conference and the 
younger man said, “Parson, I don’t quite understand one thing 
that I noticed, that you frequently say that things are in status 
quo.” 

The old man said, “Son, when I say that things are in status 
quo, I mean that things are in a hell of a mess.” 

After I finished the toast, when Sir Arthur Canning left the 
banquet hall, he turned to me and said, “Comrade, don’t get into 
status quo.” I guess I did. 

I have had a number of comrades come to me at this end of 
the table to ask me a question, and I am taking advantage of 
the fact that this is the last time I shall be Toastmaster, so I 
accede to their wishes. Sitting at the head table is one of our 
senior Honorary Members. Him, the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company can thank for the decorations and the re- 
habilitation of Faneuil Hall. A good many years ago Faneuil 
Hall was in a bad state of repair, and he saw to it that the 
interior would be refurnished,—‘furnished” perhaps is the word 
—and also that the building would be protected against fire, 
because up to that time there was no protection. 

Now he is almost as old as I am. I told him he could speak 
two minutes, and I just want you to hear from your friend, the 
friend of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, and 
my friend, Honorable James M. Curley. 3 


HONORABLE JAMES M, CURLEY 
Mr. Bunker, Honored Guests, Fellow Members of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company: 
I supposed in status quo was something that applied to individuals or 
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to nations. I confess it is the first time in my experience I have found it 
applied to buildings. I rode in town this morning and I saw neat and well- 
kept buildings, and on Beacon Street I saw a garage, which was a very 
beautiful garage. And then I went and took a look at Sam Adams, and I 
found his back turned on Faneuil Hall because that building was so dilapi- 
dated it was a disgrace to the city of Boston. We will restore the exterior 
as we restored the interior at some time in the not too far distant future. 

Now, with reference to the status quo, I recall on this occasion the mes- 
sage given to the world by one of the truly great leaders in the history 
of the world. The real tragedy of public life for men who seek the accom- 
plishment of something out of the ordinary is that they rarely live long 
enough to witness the fruition of their life’s endeavor. It was so in the 
case of the Great Emancipator, who did not live long enough to see the 
shackles stricken from the black man, not only in America, but throughout 
the world, and to see this nation of ours once more united, 

It was not given to that great statesman, perhaps the greatest this nation 
has known since the days of Thomas Jefferson, Woodrow Wilson, to live 
long enough to see a peace of such a character that wars should no longer 
prevail in the world. 

Likewise, it was not given to that great American Franklin Roosevelt to 
witness the fruition of that for which he had sacrificed his life, the end 
of the German war machine and an America embarked on a program that 
would make for permanent peace, a program, the fruition of which would 
bring everlasting happiness to the mothers of the world for all time, He 
believed, and America believes, that the Atlantic Charter as promulgated 
by him was a panacea for existing evil and a guarantee of permanent 
peace in the world, and then, with other democratic nations, to supple- 
ment the work of the Atlantic Charter, and now the Conference, to which 
our representative of the United Nations has made reference, the California 
Conference on Peace, which has been in the state of status quo. Isn't it 
about time for some man of the mentality of Jefferson or of Wilson, some 
man of the supreme courage of Andrew Jackson, to stand up and proclaim 
a new policy for the United States of America? The last report of the 
War Department has been that in this war at the present time more than 
a million American boys, the flower of the youth of America, have been 
killed, wounded or captured, and the war is still in progress. I am won- 
dering if it is not about time to proclaim to the world the part we are 
playing in this war. We have given of our resources, our youth, our man- 
hood and our best ability. I venture to say that every man here wearing 
the uniform of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company has some 
member of his family or some relative serving with the colors or perhaps 
someone who has answered the supreme call at the present hour. 

I am wondering why it is every quarter of a century we must come to 
the rescue of the warring nations of Europe. They have been warring for 
a thousand years, and they will continue to war just:so long as they have 
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reason to believe that in a critical moment, when their backs are to the 
wall and their defenses are beginning to crumble, they will call upon 
America to give of our youth and our resources to the breaking point, 
in order to save them. 


I wonder if it is not about time for us to see to it that we are going to 
get a permanent peace out of this war and that we are not going to follow 
the old character of diplomacy because that gave rise to the dissensions 
following the Versailles Treaty. We must see to it that we are going to 
get a peace that is real, a peace that is honest, a peace that is based on 
spiritual and intellectual justice for all the peoples of the world. 


Can we do it? I believe we can. We control today the air power of the 
world. With control of the air power of the world and with our other 
resources, we are in a position to make our wishes felt. Supposing we 
took a leaf from one of the inaugurals of our first President, and said to 
the rest of the world, “We now believe with Washington and we will no 
longer subscribe to entangling alliances. Our policy in the future is 
Hands Off, unless you are willing to make a peace that looks right in the 
eyes of God and right in the eyes of man.”

Immediate Past Commander Captain Bunker, Your Excellency Governor 
Tobin, Your Honor the Mayor, Members of the Armed Forces, Comrades 
and Friends: 

I am here responding to this toast, not because I was named by any of 
those who had charge of this program, but because of the fact that I 
was elevated to this position through the democratic principles as expressed 
through our election and as having been exemplified at the drumhead 
election on the Common this afternoon, That is what has carried this great 
Corps through for over three hundred and seven years. 

I asked Captain Bunker some time ago what I should talk about, and 
he said, “Talk about hope.” So I asked my son John, who has just recently 
graduated from a preparatory school, — and incidentally he goes into the 
service the day after tomorrow — if he could give me some idea as to this 
message of hope. He said, “Dad, I didn’t know you were so thick, He merely 
meant that he hoped you wouldn't talk too long.” 

Now we also elect Lieutenants and we elect Sergeants, and it is my 
privilege at this time to present to you two men whom I would myself

“AND THIS COMMANDMENT HAVE WE From Him, THAT HE WHO 
LOVETH GOD, LOVE HIS BROTHER ALSO.” First Epistle of St. John, 
4th Chapter, 21 Verse. 


Today, we have reverently assembled here to listen to the Word of God, 
the Supreme Architect of the Universe and Ruler of our destinies, and 
also to pay honor to departed comrades, This congregation is, of course, 
composed of brethren holding various religious beliefs, yet, ALL, I am 
confident, believing in an omnipotent and omniscient God. These religious 
convictions are held because of the liberty and freedom of thought be- 
stowed upon us by God from the foundation of our beloved Country.- 


I have chosen for my text, the 21st Verse of the 4th Chapter of the 
First Epistle General of St. John, Apostle and Evangelist: “And this 


commandment have we from Him, That he who loveth God, love his 
brother also.” 


Let us for a few minutes, first think of this great blessing of liberty and 
freedom which we have enjoyed these many years. 


Perhaps you may remember that at a very trying time in the life of 
St. Paul, who was a prisoner because he was a Christian, he boldly said 
to his accuser, “I was free born.” — a most significant statement in those 
early days of Christianity, yet all of us here may make the statement, for 


this country of ours has, in fact, proclaimed us, as such, in accordance 
with God’s will. 


It matters not whether we were actually born here or whether we have 
been legally adopted as citizens of the United States. We are FREE. It 
is, indeed a priceless heritage which we should gratefully appreciate, To 


be a free citizen of this country is something to be cherished and defended 
with life itself, if necessary. 


How did we obtain this great blessing? Let us look back to those days 
of the American Revolution. Freedom was born in the souls of those brave 
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and courageous Colonists, who left their native lands that they might be 
free to think and do as their conscience dictated. They had been trampled 
under foot by the mother country, being denied representation and other 
inherent rights and privileges. Under God, they were right in throwing off 
the yoke placed upon them by the tyranny of a King far across the sea. 
They had suffered untold hardships for their freedom and escape from 
injustice and persecution. Surely it is not unreasonable that they should 
revolt and resist, for, their cause was, unquestionably just and righteous. 
They drew up their Declaration of Independence, followed by the Consti- 
tution, in which the glorious ideals of liberty and freedom were set forth. 


It is an established fact that “what costs little, is worth little” and 
the converse is also true that “what costs MUCH may be worth much.” 
We know from our own experience that, that which gives us most pleasure, 
costs much. The powerful spirit which was in the heart of Washington, 
kindled the fire of patriotism in the hearts of others. It was only his un- 
wavering faith in the omnipotence of God that enabled him to undertake 
the stupendous task he carried through. The cost was counted and we 
know how the price was paid, even though many of his followers never 
lived to see the successful issue of their sacrifice, nor to enjoy the fruits 
of that freedom secured only through untold misery. History tells us that 
our forefathers won a noble heritage of freedom and a still nobler example 
of faith and fortitude. This freedom won, was, indeed, a “pearl of great 
price.” Yet, great as was this service of Washington and his men, they 
finished their work only to leave a still greater task to be undertaken. 

Brave pioneers blazed new trails; courageous settlers turned the soil 
and cleared the forests, building their homes and rearing their families, 
amid dangers from Indians and the assaults of the elements. Houses of 
worship, trading posts, railroads and the many other developments of 
civilization were established. We know from history of these wonderful 
achievements, What a heritage is ours! What an opportunity to show 
ourselves worthy of those who made such blessings, OURS! 

It is one thing to inherit the many blessings we enjoy, and still another 
to APPRECIATE them. Suppose the voyagers on the “Mayflower” had 
refused to pay the price? Would we have religious freedom and be able 
to worship God without hindrance? I wonder if ALL of us value that 
wonderful heritage and earnestly strive to make daily use of that privilege. 
Let us remember that we are expected to build for permanence on those 
foundations as sacrificially laid by those exponents of liberty, freedom and 
godliness, who overcame the many vicissitudes of those early days. Indeed, 
life to us is a much greater thing because THEY, by adherence to princi- 
ple, reliance upon the love and protection of Almighty God and sacrifice 
of life itself, hand the torch to you and me that we may bear it aloft now 
and hand it on to posterity, ‘ 

Our loved ones today in this global war are giving their all, that their 
beloved United States may survive and be a beacon light to the whole 
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world. I firmly believe that God has chosen this nation to be His instru- 
ment for the heralding of peace on earth and the establishment of His 
kingdom of love and peace. 


Our freedom is a gift from God through the Sacrifice of Jesus Christ, 
our ever-blessed Lord and Saviour. We dare not lose sight of the fact that 
a lasting peace can NEVER be ours until we, individually and nationally, 
obey Christ's command that we LOVE one another, and by LOVE, I do 
not mean a sentimental emotion with which we usually consider that word, 
but a deeper and more significant meaning such as our Lord gives to us— 
a brotherly affection for all with whom we come in contact, irrespective 
of race, creed or color, ever realizing that the soul of our neighbor is just 
as valuable in the sight of God, as our own. The liberty wherewith Christ 
hath made us free, means loyalty to the principles and ideals which Christ 
hath entrusted to us; to the faith of our fathers and to the claim which 
our Redeemer makes upon us. Our Lord died upon the Cross to set us 
free from the mistakes and misdeeds which mar life; from self-indulgence 
and from unworthy desires. It was a great price paid for this freedom and 
all the blessings dependent upon it, AND it was paid by the generous love 
and self-sacrifice of Christ on Calvary. 


When our Lord Jesus Christ COMMANDED us to LOVE our brother, 
friend and enemy ALIKE, He imposed upon ALL Christians a very dif- 
ficult commandment to obey, because the emotion of HATRED is so 
pronounced and nourished in most people; YET, He gave us no alternative 
nor exception. God, in the Person of Jesus Christ, gave us the ONLY 
possible rule for peace on earth to men of good will. No matter how we may 
hate and detest the SINS of others, as we should, and for which, in Divine 
JUSTICE, punishment WILL be meted out, YET, there is in EVERY 
human being an IMMORTAL soul, made in the IMAGE of God, as He 
said, which is to be held in honor and reverence; a soul, which we are 
called upon to do all in our power to SAVE from perdition, We of this 
Christian land have been forced into a horrible, armed conflict, that God’s 
purpose for us may be accomplished. He has been exceedingly good to 
us in this PRESENT, as well as in all PAST wars, because we have ever 
fought on the side of right, even at so great a sacrifice of the lives of our 
heroes. We should, indeed, be grateful for His Providence, for He has 
chosen us to be the champions of justice, liberty and freedom for ALL 
people, no matter of what race, color or creed. 


Remember our Lord’s sacred words from the Cross: “Father forgive 
them for they know not what they do.” In uttering those words of love, 
He passed on to us, that SAME precept, in obedience to which, we may 
be assured of everlasting life and peace with God in His Heavenly 
Kingdom. 


To OBEY God’s commandments is not a sign of weakness or softness, 
but of great strength of character,

“Beloved, let us love one another; for love is of God; and everyone that 
toveth is born of God, and knoweth God.”

Grant, we beseech thee, Almighty God, that the words which we have 
heard this day with our outward ears, may, through Thy grace be so 
grafted inwardly in our hearts, that they may bring forth in us the fruit 
of good living, to the honor and praise of Thy Name; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.
